- WASHINGTON (NC) An explosive draft 
document written for the U.S. Catholic bishops calls for 
“a mew American experiment’? in ‘‘economic 
democracy,’’ one possibly as revolutionary as the nation’s 
200-year-old experiment in political democracy. 

The document, a proposed pastoral letter on the U.S. 
economy, calls for guarantees of economic rights for all, 
just as America now guarantees civil and political rights. 
It declares that ‘‘fulfillment of the basic needs of the 
poor’’ is ‘‘the highest priority’’ facing the nation. 

SO LONG as any person lacks necessities, no other 
person has a moral right to have more than he needs, it 
says.

Economic pastoral draft 
is longest at 58,000 words

At 58,000°words, the first draft of the U.S. bishops’ 
pastoral letter on the economy is more than three times as 
long as the corresponding first draft of the bishops’ 1983 
war and peace pastoral. 

It is also some 16,000 words longer than the final 
version of the war and peace document. 

THAT EARLIER pastoral was so massive and 
complex that the bishops decided to publish a special 
summary for people who: would not read the entire 
document. 

The first draft of the war and peace pastoral in June 
1982 was approximately 18,000 words. Five months later, 
when the second draft came out, it had grown to 29,000 
words. 

The third draft, published in the spring of 1983, was 
even bigger at 44,000 words. When they voted on it in 
May, the bishops made further additions but managed to 
reduce its total length to 42,000 words, mainly by simply 
dropping a long appendix tracing the document’s history. 

AN AIDE to the committee preparing the pastoral on 
the economy said he does not expect any comparable 
expansion. in successive drafts of the current document, 
however. 


One of the main reasons behind successive increases in 
the size of the war and peace document was a need to 
expand significantly the sections on the biblical and 
theological principles underlying the bishops’ 
conclusions. In the first draft of the economic pastoral,

SAN DIEGO — When Southern Cross went to press, 
several agenda items for the bishops’ meeting in 
Washington, D.C., had not yet been addressed, including 


a debate and vote on the diaconate and the age of 
confirmation. A summary of the bishops’ meeting will be 
included in the next issue of Southern Cross, 


The 144-page, 58,000-word document is the first draft 
of a national pastoral letter on Catholic social teaching 
and the American economy. It was unveiled Nov. 11 as 
the nation’s bishops began gathering in Washington for 
their annual fall meeting Nov. 12-15. 


THE ECONOMIC revolution ‘‘must begin with the 
formation of a new cultural consensus that all persons 
really do have rights in the economic sphere and that 
society has’a moral obligation to take the necessary steps 
to ensure that no one among us is hungry, homeless, 
unemployed, or otherwise denied what is necessary to live 
with dignity,’’ the pastoral draft declares.

Psychologists detail 
child sexual abuse

ALCALA PARK — Because the number of single- 
parent families and the incidence of child abuse is rising, 
the Diocese of San Diego held a seminar on the problems 
Novy. 9 at the University of San Diego. Four speakers 
addressed the audience of nearly 80 priests and educators 
on the phenomena which affect numerous school-aged 
children in San Diego County. 


Bill Moredock, a psychologist and 
coordinator/supervisor for Catholic Community Service’s 
school psychology program, said one out of every four 
children in a classroom is part of a single- parent family. 


DIVORCE AFFECTS 1 million families a year, twice 
as many as in 1966, Moredock said. 

A study Moredock completed several years ago 
revealed that over 45 percent of his counseling referrals at 
the Catholic elementary schools served by the CCS 
psychology program involve children of single-parent 
families. 

‘‘One-third of all children in the fourth and fifth grades 
lives in‘ a non-traditional family,’’ he said. ‘‘Divorce 
phobia”’ affects children in a number of different ways, he 
added. 

FACTORS WHICH affect a child’s reaction toward 
divorce are how the divorce is communicated by the 
couple involved, whether there is a custody battle and 
whether there is any extended family support, Moredock 
said. 

‘*A child’s reaction (to divorce) is mostly negative’ and 
will ‘‘vary according to the age of the child,’’ he said. 


Younger children may react with fear or worry, 


» .Moredock said. Older children may exhibit anger, 


oneliness or feelings of worthlessness, the psychologist 
added. 


MOREDOCK TOLD the educators and priests to 
actively help children who are affected by divorce 
because they ° “spend one-third of their time in schools and 
churclYes’’ and their families are no longer there for them. 
‘‘We have to meet the emotional needs, not just the 
spiritual and intellectual needs of these children,”’ he said. 


Those who work with children of single-parent families 
must become aware, accessible and knowledgeable of 
resources available to help these children, Moredock said. 


Nancy Acker, a psychologist and Catholic Community 
Services’ counseling department clinical supervisor, 
talked about the ‘‘blended family’? which forms when 
divorced people remarry. 

“One out of every six children’’ is part of a blended 
family, she said. 

A BLENDED family wants what a traditional nuclear 
family has but is affected by other stresses like ex-’s and 
grandparents, Acker said. A ‘‘family feeling’? may be 
missing in a blended family because it does not have the 
history, traditions or rules of a nuclear family, she added. 


Although instant cohesiveness is often expected by 


blended families, it takes time to form a psychological 
bond. “It takes at least a year and a half to normalize 
relations’’ and complete the ‘‘challege of 


reorganization,’’ Acker noted. 


In the first six months of 1984, 3,600 cases of child 
sexual abuse was reported to authorities, said Elizabeth 
Lennon, a law enforcement liaison for Child Protective 
Services. Professionals who work with children have not 
only the right but the responsibility to report suspected 
cases of child abuse, she added. 


BY LAW, abuse occurs when a child under the age of 
18 is fondled, neglected or suffers ‘‘unexplained’’ 
injuries, Lennon said. Schools are required by law to 
telephone either Child Protective Services or the police 
when they ‘‘become aware of abuse of a child’’ and 
complete a written report about the injury, she explained. 


A school has the right to know the outcome of any 
investigation of a child abuse case it reports and should do 
so, Lennon noted. 

Gerald Vernon, a psychologist and director of -a child 
abuse treatment program, said many people, including 
educators, suffer from ‘“‘incest dread, an inability to deal 
with the problem or feelings’? caused when sexual 
molestation of children occurs. 


SEXUAL ABUSERS of children are not necessarily

BOTH VICTORIOUS? — Opponents 
and some backers of legal abortion claimed 
victories in the Nov. 6 elections. ‘‘We believe 
that (President) Reagan’s victory and _ this 
strong reaffirmation of our pro-life ethic will 
encourage: Mr. Reagan to give even more 
emphasis to the civil rights of the helpless 
unborn than in the past — particularly in the 
selection of judicial candidates,’’ said Dr. John 
Willke, president of the National Right to 
Life Committee, at a Nov. °8 news 
conference. At a separate news conference the 
same day, the president of the Planned 
Parenthood Federation of America, which 
supports abortion, said that ‘‘analysis of 
election results shows that abortion was not the 
major issue for most Americans.”’ 


‘WARPED MENTALITY’ — The 
execution of convicted murderer Gerald Smith 
would encourage ‘‘others of warped 


mentality’’ to carry out murder-suicides, a . 


dozen religious and civic leaders said in an 
appeal to Gov. Christopher Bond of Missouri. 
The Missouri Coalition Against the Death 
Penalty, which includes four Catholic bishops, 
appealed to the governor for postponement of 
Smith’s scheduled Nov. 9 execution. A U.S. 
district judge subsequently ordered a stay of 


execution so Smith can undergo psychological . 


testing. Smith’ has refused to appeal the 
sentence and has said he wants to be executed. 


‘PRACTICAL PROPOSALS’ — The 
independent Lay Commission on Catholic 


Social Teaching and the U.S. Economy said 
Nov. 8 that it was forming a subcommittee to 
make ‘‘practical proposals’’ to fight poverty 
and threats to family life in America. The 
commission two days earlier had issued a 
lengthy ‘letter analyzing some of the major 
economic issues in American society today, 
but the letter stopped short of proposing 
solutions to prablems. 


CHILE CRACKS DOWN — Chile’s 
military government Nov. 7 barred the head of 
the Santiago archdiocese’s. human _ rights 
organization from returning to the country, 
according to a statement from the office of 
Archbishop Juan Francisco Fresno of 


Santiago. Spanish-born Jesuit Father Ignacio . 


Guterrez, head of the Vicariate for Solidarity, 
was exiled as part of Chilean President 
Augosto Pinochet’s current. crackdown on 
political dissent and guerrilla violence. 


WORLOCK A TRUSTEE — Archbishop 
Derek Worlock of Liverpool, England, was 
named one of five trustees of a union fund 
established to aid families of striking coal 
miners and communities affected by the 
nation’s eight-month-old coal strike. ‘“There is 
no doubt about the reality of hardship in coal 
mining communities,’’ the archbishop said in 
a joint statement with two other English 
churchmen also serving as trustees. “‘The 
Church as a reconciler can never turn its back 
on such hardship.” 


STRIKER SATISFIED — Mitch Snyder, 
a leader of the Washington-based Community 
for Creative Non-Violence, ended a 51-day 
hunger strike Nov. 4 after President Reagan 
agreed to upgrade a homeless shelter near the 
U.S. Capitol. Snyder, who had threatened. to 
starve to death unless the government agreed 
to spend $5 million to renovate the shelter. lost 
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more than 60 pounds. 


LIVING DANGEROUSLY — Persons 
who accept leadership roles in the Church 
become ‘‘a lightning rod for approval or 
criticism,’’ Archbishop William D. Borders of 
Baltimore said Nov. 2. ‘‘We live dangerously 
if we make a decision or if we accept 
responsibility,’’ the archbishop told about 100 
gathered in suburban Washington, D.C., fora 
workshop on diocesan pastoral councils. ‘‘But 
take positions. It’s very, very essential that we 
do.” 


S.J.s ARE O.K. — People who have lost 
regard for the Society of Jesus are ignoring the 
missionary contribution, said 
Archbishop John J. O’Connor of New York. 
Archbishop O’Connor was the main speaker 
at the annual Mission Dinner held Nov. 2 by 
the Jesuit Seminary and Mission Bureau. 


VOTE IS IN — Voters in Colorado 
narrowly approved a_ state constitutional 
amendment banning the use of tax funds for 
abortions while Maine voters defeated a state 
equal rights amendment in two election-day 
referendums that. brought comment by 
Catholic bishops. The Colorado bishops 
supported the initiative on abortion funding. 
In Maine, the ERA battle was reportedly even 
until the weekend before the election, when 
Bishop Edward O’ Leary and Auxiliary Bishop 
Amedee Proulx, both of Portland, issued a 
letter to be read in all the state’s parishes Nov. 
4. The letter called for rejection of the 
amendment because it did not exclude the use 
of public funds for abortion. 


CHARISMATIC CONTRIBUTION — 
The Catholic charismatic renewal has 
contributed significantly to parish life in the 
areas of liturgy, music, evangelization, 
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Scripture, prayer and youth outreach, 
according to a document published by the 
Bishops’ Liaison Committee with the Catholic 
Charismatic Renewal. 


SEXUAL RESTRAINT — Pope John 
Paul II said Nov. 7 that sexual self-restraint in 
marriage should be part of a larger spiritual 
virtue, and not merely a method of natural 
family planning. The pope told about 8,000 
people gathered at a weekly general audience 
at the Vatican that when couples decide to use 
natural family planning, they practice periodic 
continence or abstinence from.sexual relations 
according to fertility cycles. ‘‘But continence 
involves more than this biological aspect’’ and 
is more than a ‘‘mechanical application of the 
biological laws,”’ the pope said.

Election blues 


I received some adverse comments in reaction to our ‘‘election 
day’’ issue of Nov. 1, and in particular to two political 
advertisements. Even though emotions run high at voting time, I 
was surprised at the character of most of these complaints. 


The majority of those who contacted me implied that the 
Southern Cross was not only advertising but also endorsing 
certain political candidates. This deserves a response, for the 
benefit of those who did not speak up but who hold similar 
opinions nonetheless. 


We do not endorse any of our advertisers, political or 
otherwise. If your home is badly painted by someone who 
advertised with us, we regret that but we are not culpable. 
Should we discover that an ad is fraudulent, it would be promptly 
removed. So long as an ad falls within the boundaries of good 
taste and the teaching of the Church, we are free to accept it. To 
emphasize that political ads are such, they all carry a statement 
that they are paid for by so-and-so. In effect, this serves as a 
disclaimer to the reader that the Southern Cross is neutral 
regarding the message of the ad. 


A politically active Sister wrote me a lengthy message of 
lament about the ad placed by a local anti-abortion group. She 
concluded her two-page letter with two questions. I believe I 
already addressed the first, ‘‘What is your policy on accepting 
advertisements?”’? The second, ‘‘What is your rationale for 
printing such an ad in the diocesan paper?’’ merits a few more 
words. 


We printed the anti-abortion ad because we accept political 
advertising. We also accepted this ad because the Church is’ 
opposed to abortion. My rationale could be summed up*by 
paraphrasing the words of the Master, ‘‘Those who'are with you 
on an issue are not against you.’’ How they fare on other issues is 
another question and should be distinguished. If we had received 
an ad from Sister’s lobbying group, we surely would have printed 
It, too. 


Some were miffed that there was no Mondale-Ferraro ad in 
our pages. Had we received such an ad, we would have printed 
it. In fact, we had been told that we would receive something, but 
we never did. Others reacted to President Reagan’s campaign 
“‘using’’ the Pope in its advertising. To me, the photo 
represented normal political advertising and was nothing to 
become upset about. Most of the advertising for this election and 
others was pure media hype, and I doubt that ‘too many voters 
were swayed by it. 


The Pope is a public figure and has had his photo taken with 
just about any important person who has an audience. To me, 
that is a sign that the Pope is in dialogue with the whole world 
and the door to the Vatican is open to any responsible person 
who wishes to enter. So it should be. 


The Holy Father has had photos taken with Queen Elizabeth 
II, Yassar Arafat, a troup of acrobats and even with his would-be 
‘killer. All that these photos say to me is that this person and the 
Pope have met. 


To think that a politician will not use such a photo is to be 
mistaken about politics. When I was growing up, we received a 
quarterly bulletin from our Congressional representative. Since 
we lived in what is called an ethnic district, we expected to see 
four photos each month: so-and-so with some Jewish people, so- 
and-so with some Polish people, so-and-so with some Italians and 
so-and-so with some Anglo-Saxons. Frankly, it amused me. 


One person even mentioned the separation of Church and 
state! I think we should all study the Constitution again, since it 
is the world’s second most misunderstood document. (The 
world’s most misunderstood document, in my viewpoint, is the 
Bible.) The principle of separation refers to government 
interference in the practice of religion, period. It is not germaine 
to the question of political advertising. 


My own opinions certainly agree with those who expressed 
dissatisfaction with the quality of this year’s campaign. It was 
surely too long, es costly and too simple. One paper referred to 
the total effect as ‘‘the Gross Political Product.’’ I couldn’t agree 
more.

‘Distressed’ 


I was much distressed by the article in 
the Nov. 1 issue of the Southern Cross 
your ‘“‘guest editor’’ Father Douglas 
Regin wrote in which he discusses the 
State propositions appearing on the Nov. 
6 ballot, and especially those he considers 
“‘justice related.’’ 


Father Regin has every right to express 
his opinion on these matters just as does 
any other citizen; to do so, however, in a 
biased way and in a diocesan newspaper, 
is using his position and title and the 


power of the Southern Cross for undue — 


advantage. For you to _ publish his 
arguable statements so close to the date of 
the election as to prevent any timely 
response such as this from appearing was 
unfair and can unduly influence many of 
your readers. 


Father Regin shows his bias by using 


pejorative words, inverted commas, 
italics, and upper case letters for 
emphasis. For example, discussing 


Proposition 38 (ballots in English only) he 
states that this decision, i.e. a yes vote, 
‘could open the door to further attacks 
against bilingual education.’ But. this 
proposition simply requires that the 
governor urge the - federal officials to 
amend the law to print voting materials in 
English. How is this an .‘‘attack’’ on 
bilingual education? 


Father Regin has no advice on 
Proposition 40 but on 36, he goes all out. 
In three paragraphs he uses such words as 
‘devastating long-term impacts,’ an 
‘increase in inequity’ for some citizens, 
and ‘limit the ability of government to 
provide services.’ The fact that a rebate of 
some fees collected since 1978 would be 
necessary is answered by the query, 
‘Where would the money come. from?’ 
Had he not heard of the surplus in the 
State treasury? The final reference to this 
important amendment is expressed as a 
personal opinion that it ‘does not promote 
fairness or equity and runs the potential 
of further disenfranchising the lowest 
level of our economic structure’ 
(whatever that means). 


Proposition 41, for reform of the. public 
and medical assistance programs, is 
castigated as saying that it would ‘reduce 
California welfare benefits...to no more 
than 10 percent of the national average.’ 
This is so patently wrong that it must be 
an error at the printer. 


Rather than tell us how to vote on 
measures that confiscate the goods of 
some citizens to give, via some 
impersonal government agency, (less a 
hefty handling charge) to others, I wish 
that Father Regin had given us_his 
thoughts on the moral obligation of every 
individual Christian to care for the poor, 
the weak and disabled, and the aged as 
personal responsibility. Would not such a 
discussion be more in keeping with the 
role of religion in politics than the 
imperial command to vote NO that we 
found in this article?

What the economy does 


I earnestly request the prayers of the people of our diocese, and 
all people of good will, for the Catholic bishops of the United 
States. Tomorrow morning, we will begin considering a message 
on the economy and our society. 

We will be speaking on this vital topic precisely because it is 
vital: it affects the quality of life for everyone. In this way, we 
continue in a 2,000-year tradition of concern for the human 
person. For while we will be devoting attention to the economic 
aspect of modern American life, we will truly be focused on the 
impact the economy has upon our people. 


I HAVE in mind the words of Dickens, when he wrote that 
these are ‘“‘the best of times and the worst of times.’’ 


On the one hand, we are blessed today with a standard of 
living that can only make us thankful. Children of the 1980’s 
often have material blessings and comforts which I never would 
have dreamed of as a child. Young couples who marry today 
begin their life together with so much more than their parents 
had when they began marriage. We have come a long way. 


On the other hand, we are aware as a Church that poverty 
pinches the lives of many of our people. Many American 
children only see wealth and comfort on their televisions. Many 
young couples must struggle mightily even to purchase a home 
and some have abandoned that dream forever. 


WE WANT to examine not only what the economy does for 


people, we also want to know what it does to people. Once again, 


our focus is the human person. We have been studying, for 
example, the crushing weight of unemployment. It is not 
debatable that joblessness leads to increased crime, to substance 
abuse, to marital breakup, psychological disorders and even to 
suicide. Unemployment is one of the great moral tragedies of our 
time. 


We are concerned for the many people in this land who have 
‘“‘no voice and no choice.’’ They suffer on the margins of this 
society and pose questions of justice which right-minded people 
cannot ignore. One group which concerns me particularly is our 
minority youth, beautiful young people who often have no 
chance to develop their potential because of circumstances which 
they did not cause and cannot change. 


There are thousands of children and young people 
incarcerated at this very moment, who should and could be 
studying law and medicine and music, if only they had been born 
in different circumstances. The loss which this represents to our 
society is staggering. 

IN ADDITION to the cruel blow which poverty deals to the 
young, we also know that poverty burdens women to a 
disproportionate extent. Some.even refer to the ‘‘feminization of 
poverty’’ in our day, and speak about, the bleak existence of 
many of our widows and also of those women who head their 
families alone. 

In the words of Pope John Paul II, we have ‘‘a preferential but 
not exclusive option for the poor.’’ We know that the rich can be 


just as burdened as the poor, even though in a different way. 


Materialism can stunt the growth of any person, regardless of 
their economic condition. Therefore, we must ugly state the 
values and the goals which can save. us. 


The bishops do not take up this task lightly. We have had a 
committee doing research for three years, and they have had 
information from every segment of society. Tomorrow we begin 
looking at the working draft the committee has fashioned. At this 


juncture, we rely upon the prayers and good will of our society. 


AN EARLY saint of our Church, Irenaeus, wrote that ‘‘the 
glory of God is the human person fully alive.’’ This is our goal in 
putting together this document on the economy, to give glory to 
God by helping our brothers and sisters to become fully alive.

The first time one of my teenagers said, ‘‘You should 


really get a computer, Mom,”’ I got so nervous I changed

When a few years ago, I finally broke down and got a

Faced with a September deadline on 
a new book and knowing that a writer’s productivity 
increases by 50 percent with a word processor (a word that 
means writing by computer), I began to learn everything 
I could about computers. With my husband, I read, 
shopped, talked to friends who had word processors and, 
most of all, listened — really listened to my teenagers who 
are today’s experts in this field. 

I was incredibly ignorant and, suspecting there might

child or spouse will come home, God will make it happen, 
won't He?”’ 


It would be gratifying to be able to say, ‘‘Yes, God will 
bring it about for sure,’’ but it is not quite that simple. 
And even though we may be sure our faith will be 
rewarded it may not be the way we want and may take a 
great deal longer than we are prepared to accept. Errant 
loved ones do return — but not always, and although it is 
very Important to persevere in prayer, we need to be 
aware that there is a realistic way to pray and one which 
courts disillusion and bitterness. 

God does not impose Himself upon us. Like any truly 
loving person, he lets us know what He asks of us or 
expects of us, but well not coerce. If He were less loving, 
perhaps He would impose His will and we would all be 
perfect, trouble-free little robots, of no value to anyone. 
But He gives us the very things He asks of us. He gives us 
everything freely: His love, His respect, His life, His 
fidelity, His forgiveness. Most of all, He gives us His 
own autonomy. We are free to live our lives in loving 
response and imitation of the Person He is — or to refuse 
to. ? i 

THAT WE do not live His life His way is the original 
sin of mankind and our continuing sin. But God does not 
leave us alone to wallow in our mire and stumble along 
every detour we see. Every now and again he allows us to 
come face to face with the consequences of our choices 
and gives us the opportunity to accept responsibility for 
them — and to take up the initiative for change and 
greater commitment to His way. 


God can do anything, but... 


This is not to suggest that we are ‘‘to blame’’ for the 
unpleasant things that happen to us and can allow 
ourselves to become guilty, self-pitying and self-accusing 
travesties of the people He sees us to be. What it means is 
that God is saying to us, through the apparent tragedy 
and all the real grief, ‘You are more than you think you 
are. I need you to be stronger, better equipped to be My 
disciple. You have grown so attached to a life style that is 
now threatened that you need to draw back and take a 
fresh look at where your life is- going..’’ 

Sometimes it is precisely when we feel we are moving 
close to Him and coming to a deeper relationship with 
Christ, that tragedy strikes. Then we feel confused. Why 
now? Why, when I am finally coming to faith? Well, God 
always takes us at our word. -If we are serious about 
committing ourselves to Him, He will take up His end of 
the agreement and let us be tested and pruned and forged 
in fire so that we can be strengthened and purified and 
brought humbly closer to His image of us — closer to the 
kind of person He needs to do the work He has reserved 
for_us. 


WHEN WE pray for others, it is not wise to ask that 
they will be made to do what we want them to do, because 
they cannot be forced to do what we wish. But we can with 
assurance pray that our love and forgiveness will be 
communicated to them and that they will be opened to the 
need to accept and respond. And we can pray that we will 
not waste this sad experience, but use it to grow nearer to 
what God longs for us to be.

information on a middle-age housewife level to help 
alleviate some fears. 

The’ first barrier is terminology. There’s an 
intimidating language tossed around by computer people 
that includes words like logging, software, hardware, 
DOS, dual disks and terminals. Don’t let te scare you. 


There are harder words in recipes. 


I AM embarrassed to admit that I didn’t even know the 
difference between a computer and a program. I thought 
I would simply sit down at a computer and type faster 
than on my trusty Adler. 

For other domestic technophobiacs, I will try to put it 
in terms we can understand — the sewing machine. The 
computer itself is the sewing machine. It doesn’t do 
anything without fabric, which is the program. Just as we 
use a variety of fabrics and patterns, there are programs 
for writing, accounting and playing games. These 
programs are called software while the sewing machine, 
scissors and iron would be considered our hardware. 

The hardware of a computer includes three parts: the 
terminal or computer itself, the screen (or monitor) and 
the keyboard. Think sewing machine, cams and 
attachments. The program (fabric) comes out on a floppy 
disk that looks like a 45 RPM phonograph record. 


YOU FEED IT into a disk drive slot in the computer 
the same way you feed material under the presser foot. 
The pattern instructions appear on the screen — they’re 
called menus — and anyone who has worked through the 
intricacies of a Vogue pattern can handle computer 
menus. 

Now comes the, beautiful part. Imagine making a 
stitching error and realizing this, punching a button on 
your sewing machine that would remove it and restitch 
correctly.

Now you get the idea of the 
time-saving nature of a computer.

Divine Attributes, workingman’s indult, varieties of 
grace, particular and general judgments, the precept of 
labor, corporal works of mercy, spiritual works of mercy, 
types of occasion of sin, and the seven virtues/vices? 


NAMES AND descriptions of Mass vestments, general 
confession, gaudete and laetare Sundays, tenebrie, effects 
of original sin, communion of saints, precept of 
restitution, and Grecorian chant and “‘quilismnas??’ 


Evangelical counsels, minor and major prophets and 
patron saints of various professions: i.e., florists, glass

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Explosive economics pastoral calls for ‘new experiment’

Like the controversial war and peace pastoral issued by 
the U.S. bishops in 1983, the draft of the economic 
pastoral seeks to spell out Catholic social teaching and 
apply it to specific issues. Its judgments on a wide range of 
public policy issues facing the nation are intended to be 
moral in character, not political in any partisan sense of 
that term. 


In light of President Reagan’s landslide re-election just 
five days before the draft document was released, 
however, the most heated controversies are almost certain 
to arise over major policy directions of his administration 
that the document disagrees with and in some cases quite 
explicitly repudiates. Among these, the document: 


e Insists on a ‘‘major new policy commitment to 
achieve full employment,’’ declaring that ‘‘current 
levels of unemployment...are morally unjustified’? and 
that ‘‘the generation of new jobs to provide work for all 
who seek it is the number one task facing the domestic 
economy of the United States today.”’ 


e Calls for a fundamental redistribution of 
wealth in the country to correct ‘‘gross inequalities’ that 
are ‘‘morally unjustifiable,’’ notably through a reversal of 
the direction of the Reagan tax law changes. 

¢ Urges a new battle against poverty as ‘‘an 
imperative of the highest priority’’ and demands ‘“‘major 
reform’’ in the ‘‘woefully inadequate’’ public welfare 
system.

e Rejects virtually all major changes that the 
Reagan administration Has injected into U.S. foreign aid 
policy in the past four years. It calls those policy shifts a 
‘gross distortion’’ which moves U.S. policy directly away 
from rather than toward international economic justice. 

Among far-reaching programs for social justice, the 
only comparable precedent in American Catholic history 
is the 1919 Bishops’ Program of Social Reconstruction. That 
document called for then-nonexistent national policies to 
end child labor, to establish a minimum living wage for all 
workers, and to create national illness, disability, 
unemployment and old age security systems — programs 
which have since become an integral part of the American 
social fabric. 

The new draft is the product of nearly four years of 
work by a five-bishop committee headed by Archbishop 
Rembert Weakland of Milwaukee. It is, however, only 
the first of three rounds of writing and revision. The

nation’s bishops are to debate and vote on a final 
document in November 1985. 

RELEASE OF the first draft was delayed until after the 
recent national elections because of the potential for 
political misuse of it in the campaigns. 

The document is divided into two major parts: 

‘Biblical and Theological Foundations,’’ divided into 
two chapters, spells out the Christian understanding of 
economic life and the ethical norms which Catholic social 
teaching has developed out of that understanding. 

“POLICY APPLICATIONS,”’’ divided into five 
chapters, seeks to apply the ethical norms to specific issues 
facing the United States today — employment, poverty, 
food and agriculture, collaborative economic planning, 
and the impact of U.S. policy on the world economy. 

The topic of food and agriculture was added to the 
project. for the pastoral only recently. That chapter 
appears only as a heading in the first draft, with a promise 
that the full chapter will appear in the second draft, which 
is scheduled for completion next spring. 

Contrary to fears expressed beforehand by some 
leading conservative voices — notably Fortune and 
Business Week — the pastoral draft does not repudiate or 
sharply criticize captialism itself as an economic system. 


RATHER, IT praises many of the accomplishments of 
the U.S. economy and the role investors and owners play 
in economic life, but within that framework enunciates 
significant changes that it says are needed to make the 
whole political-economic system work more justly for all. 


On unemployment, it says the role of private 
entrepeneurs in job creation is of primary importance, 
but it also insists on a strong role by local, state and 
national government and by unions in promoting further 


.job creation and in achieving a national policy goal of 


‘*full employment.”’ 


On the central ethical principles concerning work, the 
draft says, ‘‘A job with adequate pay should be available 
to all who seek one. This right protects the freedom and 
obligation of all to participate in the economic life of 
society...Employment is crucial to self-realization for the 
worker and to the fulfillment of material needs. It also 
forms the first line of defense against poverty.”’ 


ON POVERTY, the document notes that the 
percentage of people below the poverty line in the United 
States rose from 11.7 percent at the end of 1979 to 15.2 


percent at the end of 1983. ‘“The fact that so many people 
are poor in a nation as wealthy as ours is a social and 
moral scandal that must not be ignored,’’ it says. 


It notes that poverty hits blacks, Hispanics and women 
hardest, and it cites figures to show that the “‘inequality in 
the distribution of income and wealth’’ in the United 
States is among the worst in the Western industrialized 
world. 


It challenges frequently repeated myths about the poor 
and calls for a wide range of reforms, starting with a full 
employment policy, but also including significant reforms 
in the tax system and the welfare system, improved child 
care services for parents who must work and special 
efforts targeted at equality of economic opportunity for 
women and minorities. 


ON COLLABORATING to shape the U.S. economy, 
the pastoral draft calls for a wide range of initiatives at the 
local, regional and national levels, particularly stressing 
new forms of partnership between management and 
workers and between industries and local communities to 
promote greater economic growth and equity. 


It also emphasizes, however, that the federal 
government must play a significant policy-making and 
coordinating role in effective economic planning at the 
national level, even though ‘‘the mere mention’” of 
national economic planning provokes ‘‘a violent allergic 
reaction’? among many Americans. 

Regarding the effects of U.S. policy on the world 
economy, the pastoral draft cites ‘‘three key 
themes...from recent papal teaching: the need for reform 
of the international system, the need to refashion national 
policies and the acceptance of a ‘preferential option for 
the poor’ as an overall policy imperative.” 

IT IS particularly critical of recent shifts in U.S. 
international development policy. Without citing the 
Reagan administration by name, it cites one change after 
another made by the administration as a series of policy 
shifts which constitute ‘‘a gross distortion of the priority 
that development assistance should command.” 


The draft also sets out a variety of ethical norms for 
U.S. polciy regarding foreign trade, Third World debt, 
renewal of foreign development assistance and_ private 
investment abroad. 

It calls on the United States to lead in launching a 
global ‘‘campaign for economic democracy and justice.” 
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jae there are more than thirty 
million Americans with Irish blood in 
their veins.

‘food being brought in” by others. She 
noted that whatever is not consumed by 
the Brothers is given away. 

In a letter he sent to his parents 
recently, Paul described his daily routine. 
Wake up is at 5 a.m., followed by 
morning adoration and prayers, breakfast 
and classes in scripture and spirituality. 
Prayer and lunch are at noon. Afterward 
comes evangelization, a time for” the 
Brothers to walk around the 
neighborhood greeting people or visiting!

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Religion and politics was an 
issue in 1856 campaign _ 


By U.S. Senator Alan Cranston 


After reading a new book on John Charles Fremont — 
Dream West by David Nevin — I plunged into other, 
older works on the colorful Western ‘‘pathfinder’’ who 
was the first U.S. senator from California. 


Just as the religion issue has confronted the candidates 
in 1984, Fremont also became engulfed in a storm over 
religion and politics when he ran for president in 1856. 


IT IS a fascinating story of religious bigotry, politics 
and young love that began in 1840 when young Fremont, 
just returned to Washington from an expedition in the 
West, met Jessie Benton at the May Day musicale in 
Georgetown. 


The lovely Jessie was 16. Fremont was a dashing 
26-year-old second lieutenant in the U.S. Topographical 
Corps. 


It was love at first sight., The trouble was her father. 
Thomas Hart Benton — the senior senator from 
Missouri, the Democratic floor leader and one of the most 
influential men in Washington — vigorously opposed the 
romance. 


JESSIE, HE believed, was too young to marry. And 
he had higher hopes for his beautiful and talented 
daughter than the unsettled existence of an impecunious 
Army officer’s wife.

He persuaded Secretary of .War Joel R. Poinsett to 
send Fremont to explore the Des Moines River. Six 
months later, Fremont’s assignment completed but with 
Benton still unalterably opposed to an immediate 
marriage, the couple decided to elope. 


Both Jessie and Fremont were Protestants. But Jessie’s 
Presbyterian minister refused to marry them without her 
parents’ consent. So did Washington’s Methodist and 
Lutheran ministers. 


A FRIEND persuaded a Catholic priest to perform the 
ceremony, and on Oct. 19, 1841, they were married. 


Fifteen years later, when Fremont ran for president, 
that simple wedding ceremony was cited by his opponents 
as evidence that Fremont was secretly a Catholic — a 
devastating charge in view of the Know-Nothing, anti- 
Catholic sentiment of the time. 


Fremont had achieved worldwide fame as an explorer, 
as “‘the conqueror of California’’ and a leader of the Bear 
Flag revolt that freed the territory of Mexican rule. Like 
Dwight D. Eisenhower, another military hero a century 
later, Fremont was wooed by both the Democrats and the 
newly founded Republican Party. 


FREMONT WAS offered the Democratic nomination, 
which would have assured him the White House, on 
condition that he drop his opposition to the extension of 
slavery and support the compulsory return of runaway 
slaves. Though Southern born, he refused. 


_ He accepted instead the nomination of the Republican 
Party at its first national convention in Philadelphia, and 
became the first Californian to run for president. He 


campaigned on the slogan ‘‘Free Speech, Free Press, Free 
Soil, Free Men, Fremont and Victory.”’ 


The report that Fremont was a “‘secret Catholic’’ soon 
became a main accusation of his foes, throwing the 
Republicans into turmoil. Fremont remained silent, 
which, in the words of a key supporter, added to the 
“‘fear...that there may be some truth to it.”’ 


FINALLY, ABOUT 40 alarmed Republican leaders 
confronted Fremont at his home and insisted that he issue 
a denial. 


Fremont biographer, Allan Nevins, described his 
highly principaled response: ‘‘He took the position that 
the main issue of the campaign was freedom, intellectual 
as well as physical, that under the Constitution no 
religious belief disqualified a man for office, and that he 
would not ask for a single vote if in so doing he had to 
appeal to the religious fanaticism which had long cursed 
certain nations of Europe.”’ 


Irving Stone re-created the scene in Immortal Wife, his 
book about Jessie Fremont: ‘‘No, gentlemen,’’ Fremont 
said, ‘‘I shall make no denial. 


“IF I publicly deny that I am a Catholic, it will appear 
that I am repudiating the Catholics, that I am agreeing 
that no Catholic can become president of this country, 
that I am indifferent to the venal slanders that are being 
told about them. 

“‘T will not dignify their campaign by participating in 
it. We have religious tolerance in this country. A man’s 
religion is his private affair. My religion is my own, and I 
shall make no public statement on it.”’ 


Fremont lost the election to James Buchanan. Religious 
bigotry, which unfortunately still has not disappeared 
from the American political scene, was one cause. 


ANOTHER WAS the widespread fear that the South 
would secede from the Union if an anti-slavery 
Republican were to become president. And that is what 
happened four years later, in 1860, with the election of 
Abraham Lincoln. 


Roman Catholic 
conscientious objector 
was court-martialed in 1918

The 64th anniversary of Benjamin J. Salmon’s release 
from federal custody in 1920 is Nov. 24. Salmon was one 
of a mere three or four American Catholics who chose 
conscientious objection to military service during the First 


World War. 


A native of Denver, he had been active in labor union 
agitation and single-tax work for many years prior to 
America’s entry into the war in 1917, 


WHEN THE draft was reinstated shortly thereafter, 
Salmon decided to apply for exemption on grounds of 
responsibility for a dependent wife and mother as well as 
objecting to the war for political, humanitarian and 
religious reasons. He was denied exemption. and arrested 
for refusing to complete the Army Questionnaire in 
January 1918. 


Despite the fact that he had never officially been in the 
Army, Salmon was court-martialed for ‘‘desertion and 
propaganda’ in July 1918, and sentenced to 25 years 
hard labor in Fort Leavenworth, Kan. 


Charismatic conference is coming 


SAN DIEGO — Last year, when the diocesan-wide 
charismatic conference was winding down, its organizer 
would not speculate on whether another similar event 
would be held in 1984. The conference had taken a year 
to plan and consumed plenty of time and effort for all 
concerned. 


However, last year’s hosts, the Diocesan Charismatic 
Renewal Center (DCRC) in La Jolla, decided the Holy 
Spirit and San Diegans wanted another conference, the 
chairman of the event said. 


THE RESULT is the Nov. 30-Dec. 2 gathering titled, 
‘“‘Come, Lord Jesus. Reign in our Hearts.’’ It will be held 
at the Convention and Performing Arts Center here, with 
a priests’ workshop Nov. 30 at St. Francis Seminary’s 
Kolbe Center. 


“‘We believe the Lord tells us to do these things,”’ 
David Leon, the event’s organizer said. The renewal 
center leaders prayed about whether they should host the 
conference again and, if so, what format they should 
adopt, Leon added. 


Prayer convinced the group that the Lord wants large 
groups to attend the sessions, so this year’s conference will 
be different than the last one. Workshops will not be held; 
instead, speakers will address general assemblies. 


CHILDREN, YOUTH and adults will attend separate 
general assemblies. The three groups will merge for 
healing services and Masses. 


Speakers will include Father Stephen Barham, who has 
a doctorate in clinical psychology and who is well-known 
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in charismatic conference circles; Sister Briege McKenna, 
OSC, who has a world-wide minsitry to clergy and who 
will lead the priests’ workshop; Bobbie Cavnar, director 
of television productions for the St. Francis Association 
for Catholic Evangelization; and Father Jerry Bevilacqua, 
who will talk to the children and youth groups. 

Bishop Leo T. Maher will be principal celebrant of the 
Sunday Mass. The homily will be delivered by Father 
Kaicher, director of the diocesan youth office. 

THE FRIDAY Mass’ principal celebrant will be 
Franciscan Father Ralph Weishaar, diocesan director of 
charismatic renewal for the English speaking. The main 
celebrant of the Saturday Mass is Father James Rafferty, 
associate pastor of Our Lady of Mount Carmel Church, 
Rancho Penasquitos. 

Auxiliary Bishop Joseph C. McKinney of Grand 
Rapids, Mich., had been slated to speak at the 
conference, but he has cancelled on the advice of his 
doctor. 

Tom Franzak, a Christian rock musician and 
songwriter with Word Records, will perform for the youth 
at the convention, Leon said. 


THE PRIESTS’ workshop, which will run from 10 
a.m. to 3:30 p.m., is co-sponsored by the office of 
ministry to priests. 

Bishop Leo T. Maher will be principal celebrant of the 


Sunday Mass. The homily will be delivered by Father 
Edward Kaicher, director of the diocesan youth office. 


History repeats itself: a tale of two (atro)cities? 


While in prison he organized a strike to protest what he 
suspected was the robbing of prisoners’ mess funds, and 
700 inmates participated. Salmon was placed in solitary 
confinement as a result and was forbidden to receive 
correspondence from his friends and family, despite the 
fact that his wife was expecting to deliver a child sometime 
in September.

LEAVENWORTH authorities decided to transfer 
Salmon to Fort Douglas, Utah, early in 1919. There he 
began a hunger strike for “liberty or death’? which lasted 
13 davs before he was force-fed by prison attendants, 

The Catholic chaplains at Fort) Douglas tried to 
dissuade him from his course, but after these attempts 
failed, military authorities transferred him. to” St. 
Elizabeth’s Hospital for the Criminally Insane’ in 
Washington, D.C. 

Toward the end of his hunger strike, Salmon had asked 
the priest at Fort Douglas to give him ‘Communion, as he 
felt he was near death. The chaplain refused to administer 
the Sacrament, as had been the pattern among priests 
throughout Salmon’s wartime experience. 


SALMON WAS held at St. Elizabeth's for several 
months and his case was still pending in the District of 
Columbia courts when the Secretary of War ordered his 
release on Thanksgiving, 1920. 

While at St. Elizabeth’s he wrote a 220-page personal 
history and a summary of his case. 

Salmon’s story demands the attention of modern 
Catholics of draft age, particularly with the present threat 
of increasing U.S. military involvement. in’ Central 
America and other parts of the’Vhird World..The Pax 
Christ USA Center on Conscience and War in 
Cambridge, Mass., presently holds a list of several 
hundred names of Catholic. and non-Catholic young men 
who have articulated their objections to military service. 


THE CENTER invites others who have reached the 
same decision to begin a conscientious objector file and 
solicit letters of support from friends and relatives. With 
increasing military intervention in regions. such as El 
Salvador and Nicaragua, it is likely that the numbers of 
Catholic conscientious objectors will grow. 

In Salmon’s time, there were no provisions for 
conscientious objectors in the Selective Service 
regulations. Today's Catholics are no longer alone, as 
Salmon was, and it is well to do him honor as a source of 
inspiration and strength. 

Salmon suffered prolonged persecution so Catholics of 
draft age may be recognized as conscientious objectors to 
war. As Salmon wrote in 1919: ‘‘Clergy and laity will 
dispute this declaration now, but some day will admit that 
my attitude is correct and practical.”’

A perfect love? 


Duets often do well on the charts. 
Combine such recognized talents as 
\Loverboy’s Mike Reno and Heart’s Ann 
Wilson and you get what Almost Paradise 
is: a chart winner. 


Score another hit for the producers of 
the Footloose sound track. 


Almost Paradise describes intense 
romantic love. The song overflows with 
cliches about romance, for example: ‘‘I 
swear that I could see forever in your 
eyes.’’ Such words flow from the strong 
feelings linked with falling in love. 


But do they also generate unrealistic 
expectations? The relationship is 
described as ‘‘perfect.’’ One person had 
‘almost given up’’ on finding such a 
love, yet now all these dreams are “‘finally 
coming true.’’ 


Even the best of relationships is not 
perfect. Rarely does one relationship 
meet all a person’s needs or fulfill all 
dreams. Such ideas can even cause 
problems for a relationship. Each person 
may feel pressure to live up to an image 
that he or she is not. 


Can a couple make room for individual 
differences, even when these do not match 
up with the other person’s idealized 
image of what love should be? 


Learning to acknowledge and _ talk 
about ‘unrealistic expectations is an 
important step in any relationship. No 
love can sustain the idealism manifest in 
the song. A’couple in love need to ask 
questions about the relationship. 


Some of-these questions might include: 

What are the real strengths of this love? 
What are its limitations? How does the 
relationship affect each person’s personal 
growth? What new responsibilities do I 
face because of this person’s place in my 
life? 
- Considering these questions still leaves 
room for the wonderful spontaneity of 
romance. But by taking the time to 
discuss both their thoughts and their 
feelings, people can be sure that 
unrealistic expectations will not sabotage 
love.

“perverted and  psychotic’’ people, 
Vernon noted. Adult abusers of children 
were often abused when they were young, 
he said. 


When a family is affected by stresy 
such as job loss, the stressor can lead to 
alcoholism, drug abuse, spousal abuse or 
incest, Vernon explained. The incest may 


occur because the adult involved needs 
‘‘affection or to relieve anxiety,’’ he 
added. 


Sexual abuse occurs just as often in 
traditional nuclear families as in blended 
families, Vernon said. Both victims and 
molesters need support groups, he added.

The Wise Men’s visit

In a far off country Wise Men gazed at a bright star in the sky. They knew that 
such a star was a sign that a great king or savior had been born. The Wise Men 
gathered food, money and gifts before preparing their camels for a long journey. 


No one knows how long it took the Wise Men to travel to the Promised Land, 
but when they arrived they went right to the palace of the King in Jerusalem. The ; 
King was called Herod and was very much upset when the Wise Men asked him, 
‘‘Where is the child who is born to be king of the Jews?”’ 


Herod called his chief priests and asked them where the Messiah was to be 
born. “‘In Bethlehem,’’ they answered. The next day, Herod sent the Wise Men 
to Bethlehem. “‘If you find this child,’’ he told them, ‘‘bring me word where He 
is so I can go myself and worship Him.”’ 


This was a lie. Herod did not want to worship Jesus; He wanted to kill the holy 
child. 


When the Wise Men reached Bethlehem, they found the child with Mary and 
Joseph. they gave the baby rich gifts: gold, because they believed Him to be a 
king; incense, because they knew He would be a priest; myrrh, which is used for 
burials, because the holy book said the Messiah would suffer. 


That night as the Wise Men slept, one of them dreamed that Herod was a 
wicked king who wanted to hurt the child Jesus. In the morning, the three Wise 
Men decided to go straight home without returning to Jerusalem and Herod. 
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José de Galvez was sent to Mexico by 


King Charles III for the purpose of 


making an official visitation of the entire 
viceroyalty. He arrived in 1765 and 
remained until 1771, years in which he 
gained a wide knowledge of the extensive 
area. 


Interested in knowing all about the 
details of missionary operations, Galvez 
wrote to the friars, asking for reports of 
their charges. With that information 
before him, he would then make an 
investigation of conditions himself. 

Fray Junipero Serra made out his 
report and forwarded it to Galvez. Then 
the friar started out on a tour of three 
missions to the north, probably to get a 
better idea of them himself and also to talk 
over future expansion of the apostolate. 

Galvez was unhappy about certain 
aspects of the temporal operations then 
being followed. Even before all the 
reports had come in, he had determined 
to turn the mission temporalities over to 
the Franciscans. He felt this measure 
necessary to save the foundations 
economically.

Consistent food contributions to CCS 
come from ‘Hands Across the Bridge’

CORONADO — The ‘‘most 


consistent contributor’? of food to 
Catholic’ Community Services comes 
from Sacred Heart Church here. 
““Hands Across the Bridge’’ is the 
moniker given to the 5-year-old social 
service effort. 

On the first Sunday of each month, 
Coronado Catholics bring food for the 
poor to Mass. ‘‘We keep enough for our 
own needy. We always have leftovers,”’ 
Ray Shourdes said. He and Sue 
Shanahan organize the effort. 


SACRED HEART Church keeps 
some of the food for its storehouse. 
Hungry people who come to the rectory 
are given food by the parish secretary.

The ‘“‘leftovers’’ usually fill 25 large 
grocery bags and amount to 5- or 600 
pounds of food, Shourdes estimated. He 
helps bag and transport the food to 
CCS’ downtown Emergency Services 
Department. 

When CCS has a special need for 
something such as diapers or baby food, 
Sacred Heart is told about it. Often, 
parishioners will respond by donating 
money or bringing specific items. 

‘IT’S KIND of unusual,’’ Shourdes 
said, but the Coronado.congregation has 
steadily supplied roughly the same 


amount of food and money since 
““Hands Across the Bridge’’ began five 
years ago. ““You can almost figure how 
many Jars of peanut butter you’ll get,”’ 
he said. Donations’ have remained 
“steady as a string.”’ 

In the summer, Sacred Heart gives 
more cash to CCS because tourists 
usually donate money, not food. 
Shanahan often spends the money on 
diapers, baby formula or some other 
specific need. 

At Thanksgiving and Christmas the 
parish enlarges its efforts and sometimes 
adds 25 or 30 turkeys to the bags. 

THE PARISH supplied about 800 
pounds of food on October 28. The 
donations filled 40 bags. The unusually 
large amount came in response to the 
RENEW theme of the Christian mission 
to reach out to others, Shanahan said. 

“They've been our most consistent 
contributors over the years — they and 
the, Immaculata,’’ Sister RayMonda 
DuVall of CCS’ Emergency Services 
Department said. The —Immaculata 
consistently gives money, she added. 

The steady donations from Coronado 
lend ‘‘moral support’? to the CCS 
operation, Michele Dunn, program 
coordinator, said. Without ‘‘Hands 
Across the Bridge,’’ Dunne said, ‘‘We 
wouldn’t be in as good of shape, for 
sure..We’d get by, but it definitely adds 
all the food and eliminates food we 
would have to buy.”’ 


— WASHINGTON (NC) — The 
Vatican has given approval to 
distribution of Communion under forms 
of both bread and wine in the United 
States on Sundays and holy days, Bishop 
James W. Malone, president of the 
National Conference of Catholic Bishops, 
announced Nov. 12 during the bishops’ 
fall meeting. 

The approval by the Congregation for 
Divine Worship confirmed a _ 1978 
decision by the U.S. bishops to permit 
consecrated bread and wine to be 
distributed at Sunday and holy day 
Masses at the discretion of the local 
bishop. 

THAT DECISION subsequently was 
questioned by the Vatican congregation, 
which said the bishops’ conference was 
not authorized under Church law to take 
such a course of action on its own. 


Prior to the 1978 decision, Catholics 
were permitted to receive Communion 
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of bringing order out of chaos and 
prosperity from ruination. 

Throughout his years on the peninsula, 
Galvez kept in close touch with Serra.

He assured Galvez that other 
missionaries would not be lacking to join 
in that great enterprise. 

This was the opportunity Serra had 
longed and prayed for — to reach pagan 
land and plant there the Faith on 
unworked soil. It was, after all, the reason 
Serra had come to America. 

Galvez and Serra planned carefully for 
the expedition that would thrust

European presence into Alta California, 
It was decided, for example, that the 
existing peninsular missions would 
contribute sufficient material from 
Church and sacristy for the first three 
foundations. 

On January 9, 1769, the San Carlos was 
ready to set out from La Paz. Galvez, 
Serra and the others were on hand. 
Galvez told the group that it was being 
sent out in the name of God, the king and 
the viceroy to plant the standard of the 
Holy Cross among the heathen of New 
California. He charged them to preserve 
peace among themselves and to respect 
and revere their chaplain. 

Serra blessed the ship, its chaplain, 
crew and 25 soldiers under the command 
of Lieutenant Pedro Fages. The San Carlos 
weighed anchor on schedule and sailed to 
Cape San Lucas, there to start its voyage 
along the Pacific. 

A MONTH later, similar departure 
ceremonies were observed for the San 
Antonio, Operation Alta California was in 
mouion.

Mission marks anniversary, dedicates two new rooms 
to observe Baja to Alta California missionary trek 


SAN JUAN CAPISTRANO — 
Mission San Juan Capistrano dedicated 
two new museum rooms Nov. 10 to 
commemorate the Baja to Alta California 
trek by Spanish explorer Gaspar de 
Portola and Padre Junipero Serra, the 
mission’s founder, in 1776. 

An exhibition, Insights: World Views, 
will be on display through Dec. 1 in the 
museum rooms. The exhibit feautures

e Where circumstances cannot 
assure that ‘‘due reverence’’ can be

The vote was thought to authorize 
bishops to immediately implement the 
new practice in their dioceses if the bishop 
judged that it could be done in an orderly 
and reverent way. 

In 1980, the Vatican unofficially 
questioned the bishops’ interpretation of 
the rule which the bishops thought 
authorized them to add Sundays and holy 
days to the list of Masses where 
Communion under both kinds was 
acceptable. 

THE AMERICAN bishops referred to 
the 1975 edition of the guide to the 
Roman Missal allowing conferences to- 
decide the proper circumstances and 
making no mention of papal approval.

Catholic Relief is only ‘scratching ihe surface’

(NC) — International relief efforts for famine-ravaged 
Ethiopia escalated in late October and early November, 
but officials cautioned that much more aid was needed for 
Ethiopia, where six million people face starvation. 


~The situation is going to get worse before it gets 
better,’’ said Kenneth Hackett, senior director for Africa 
of. the New York-based Catholic Relief Services. 
“Although we hope to move an incredible amount of 
food, we’re only scratching the surface. We need more 
money to transport food from the ports to the people.” 


CRS ANNOUNCED Noy. 2 that it and three other 
groups — the Lutheran World Federation, the Lutheran- 
affiliated Ethiopian Evangelical Church and _ the 
Ethiopian Catholic Secretariat — agreed to expand and 
coordinate their efforts to regions in Ethiopia hardest hit 
by the famine. 


CRS said it is distributing about 90 percent of the 
American food aid reaching Ethiopia. 


In addition to the private relief agencies, several 
nations have stepped up their aid to Ethiopia, and many 
individuals have responded with donations. 


THE PICTURE of human suffering in Ethiopia 
painted by Hackett and other relief personnel is a grim 
one. 


In a Nov. 2 press conference, Hackett said that he had 
found a “‘horrifying’’ situation during a recent visit to 
Ethiopia. On previous trips to Africa he had seen 
starvation, but he said “‘in Ethiopia this time we saw 
death.’’ He had earlier reported that in two small towns 
he visited, there were 106 deaths in a single day. 


‘‘The number of people arriving at feeding centers 
after walking for several days far exceeds the available 
supplies of food,’’ said Beth Griffin, CRS_ press 
spokeswoman. 


SHE SAID that famine was particularly desperate in 
Ethiopia because the drought has ruined at least four 
planting seasons in a row for the predominantly 
agricultural nation. And relief efforts have been 
hampered by transportation difficulties caused by the 
country’s civil wars, she said. 


Lawrence Pezzullo, CRS director, said that the 
coalition of church agencies were appealing for 200,000 
tons of food for distribution over the next year. That 
amount would, according to The New York Times, 
roughly quadruple the tonnage of food the groups are 
currently distributing. 

Pezzullo said that by expanding their efforts and by 
concentrating on separate regions the agencies hoped to_ 
reach 1.5 million Ethiopians. 

THE U.S. Agency for International Development 
announced Nov. 2 that the U.S. government planned to 
provide 50,000 tons of emergency food aid directly to the 
Ethiopian government for distribution within the 
country. 


Earlier, the United States had agreed to provide private 


relief organizations with 80,000 tons of food to distribute 
throughout Ethiopia. Total U.S. famine aid to Ethiopia is 
estimated at about $60 million. 


U.S. citizens also have responded generously to 
Ethiopian relief efforts. 


MS. GRIFFIN said that CRS received $800,000 in 
donations between Oct. 29 and Nov. 2. She said that most 
of the contributions came from individuals or families and 
from both Catholics and non-Catholics. Contributions 
have ranged from $1 to $100,000, she said. 


One family of four living on a fixed income decided to 
donate the money they would have spent on Christmas

. Touring New York City was a highlight of the reunion. 


Gavina prays that ‘“‘more men will come to know the 
Lord. Everywhere we go, there are women praying for 
their husbands,’’ she said.

Lupe believes the ‘‘macho”’ mentality still prevails 
among many Hispanic males who leave practicing 
religion to the women and children. 


‘The media bring word that 110 people are dying each 
day in Ethiopia, but they also report that relief agencies 
here are being flooded with phone calls and pledged 
contributions,’* the cardinal said. ‘‘The tragedy is 
terrible; the compassionate response, beautiful to 


behold.’’ 


MS. GRIFFIN said that the U.S. bishops have set 
aside money to pay for the administration of CRS’s 
emergency Ethiopian relief funds, and-as a result, 100 
percent of donations will go toward funding 
transportation and distribution of the food aid given by 
the United States and other governments. 


Bishop Daniel Reilly of Norwich, Conn., chairman of 
the CRS board, said that all U.S. bishops had been asked 
to back the Ethiopian program and have been sent a 
special appeal by Bishop James Malone of Youngstown, 
Ohio, president of the National Conference of Catholic 
Bishops.

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Moratorium called 


on deacon applicants

EVANSVILLE, Ind. (NC) — The permanent deacon 
board of the Evansville Diocese rejected all 10 of this 
year’s applicants and called for a moratorium on 
accepting new applicants. 

‘“The permanent deacon board, on the basis of the 
profiles developed from the various ‘selection tools we 
used, has decided that the profile we now have of what is a 
‘deacon’ and the gifts and talents needed for this image is 
not present in any of this year’s applicants,’’ Don Lahay, 
co-director of the program, said Oct. 27. 


THE STATEMENT was made following a 
unanimous decision by the nine board members to call a 
moratorium on accepting new applicants until there has 
been time to study and re-educate the diocese on ‘‘what is 
a deacon,”’ Lahay said. 

Applicants said they were shocked when they found 
that the entire class would not be accepted in the 
program. Some expressed bitterness at being allowed to 
start formation classes in September before the decision 
was made. 

At the time the classes began, applicants were told they 
had not yet been officially accepted. 

ONE APPLICANT said, ‘‘They are looking for 
perfection. For the sake of safeguarding the integrity of 
the program, they have let the pendulum swing too far. I 
feel I've been dropped before I had a chance to try.”’ 
~The U.S. Church began ordaining permanent deacons 
in 1971 and the Evansville program is 10 years old. Two 
years ago the board decided to start a deacon class every 
three years. 

‘*As new applicants came in, we looked at other ways to 
do screening. Our other process was not complete,”’ 
Lahay said. Applicants have always received some 
tesung, but this year two psychological surveys, the 


Myers-Briggs Personality Profile and the Selection 


Research Inc. ‘‘Deacon Perceiver,’’ were added. 


““AFTER THE first year of the program we got into 
testing, but people pretty well knew they were in before 
they took the tests,’’ said Francis Hillenbrand, a board 
member and one of the original group of deacons. 


“If the test didn’t show up that well, we generally said, 
‘Well, he’s a nice guy and we'll see how it goes.’ We have 
turned people down before. This isn’t the first time,’’ 
Hillenbrand said. 


While the four applicants interviewed by The Message, 
newspaper of the Evansville diocese, said they could 
accept the decision in their own case, they questioned the 
fact that no one was accepted. 


“I’VE GOT no problems as far as I’m personally 
concerned but I don’t think they are right,’” one applicant 
said. *‘They say they are using a test that is 85 percent 
effective. Well, there’s a group (Selection Research, Inc.) 
selling that product and I know you always have to tone 
down what a salesman says a bit. Becoming a deacon is 
not a business, not a product. It’s God’s call to a man’s 
vocation. If they continue on this road, there will be no 
program. It won’t exist anymore.’’ 

The board members emphasized that because the 10 
were not accepted into the program did not mean they 
had “‘failed.”’

Poverty discussed here by visiting Missionary Brother

About °&& people viewed scenes of starving babies and 
dying lepers as Brother Jeremy, MC, showed slides 
depicting how Christ’s passion and death are enacted 
today. 


He is regional servant for the American Missionaries of 
Charity (Brothers), founded by Mother Teresa of 
Calcutta in 1963. His presentation at Mary, Star of the 


Sea Church hall was sponsored by the parish Peace and - 


Justice Commission and Co-workers of Mother Teresa. It 
was coordinated by Dr. William Doyle and Dr. Anita 
Figueredo Doyle. 


“MOTHER TERESA believes the worst poverty 
exists in affluent countries,’’ Brother Jeremy said. ‘‘It is 
an interior poverty of alienation,’’ more complex to deal 
with than deprivation in Third World countries where 
more family unity is found. 


He cited a 96-year-old Los Angeles man living in 
garbage heaps after running away from a nearby nursing 
home where he felt nobody cared if he lived or died. 
‘*The 14 nursing homes near the Brothers’ residence in 
Los Angeles ‘‘are more depressing than the home for the 
dying in Calcutta,’’ he said. 


“ce ? 


The missionaries ‘‘walk the streets’? of Los Angeles, 
Santa Ana and Houston, looking for refugees, alcoholics, 
the sick and homeless. They place some in health care 
facilities, attend to others as ‘‘guests’’ in their own houses 
and try to contact the victims’ relatives. 


MANY OF their guests are exploited “‘street boys.’’ In 
the Greyhound Bus depot people wait for boys arriving 
from Mexico and Guatemala to introduce them to 
prostitution, drugs and alcohol, Brother Jeremy said. 


Regulations of ‘‘welfare systems make it impossible to 
meet the needs of the destitute,’’ he added. But the 
Brothers who vow ‘‘whole-hearted and free service to the 
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poor,”’ see them as ‘‘sacraments of the person of Christ.”’ 


‘We don’t radically change their lives. Our vocation, 
and that of all Christians, is to suffer with these broken 
people. In a nursing home this means holding the hand of 
a senile resident,’’ he said. 


IT SOMETIMES means receiving abuse, rather than 
gratitude, for their service. ‘“‘But love melts hearts grown 
cold, and we keep going. back,’’ hoping our 
‘‘faithfulness’’ will penetrate that hardness suffering has 
caused. 


Over half of the Brothers’ 67 locations are in India. 
They operate a 300-patient hospital in Calcutta for lepers 
and serve another 10,000 as outpatients. They set up 
clinics for them in the fields and jungles because lepers are 
ostracized by society. 


In addition to their four houses in the United States, 
the 400 missionary Brothers serve in Central and South 
America, Europe and Africa. They have opened 25 new 


houses in the past two years and 18 more are ‘‘on the 
books.”’ 


SISTER MISSIONARIES of Charity, founded by 
Mother Teresa in 1950, also serve the poor throughout 
the world and have houses in 10 states in this country, 
including a novitiate in San Francisco. 


There are millions of lay Co-workers of Mother Teresa 
— men, women and children of all races and religions 
throughout the world — who serve the poor and unite 
their lives with the spirit of the Missionaries of Charity. 


Mother Teresa continually emphasizes that this love 
should begin in the family, then spread to the larger 
community. ‘‘We must reach those who suffer the worst 
disease of all — that of being unloved and unwanted,”’ 
she says. 


SEVERAL HUNDRED co-workers in the San Diego 
area serve the needy in their neighborhoods and in 
institutions. Over 100 meet regularly at Mary, Star of the 
Sea Church to attend Mass and share experiences, Dr. 
Figueredo Doyle said. 


Some of the co-workers serve in Tijuana — taking 
food, clothing and furniture to the Sisters who operate 
Casa de los Poibres, supplying clinics with donated 
equipment and supplies and working with Mother 
Antonio Brenner to set up employment opportunities for 
released prison inmates. 


The co-workers in Solana Beach meet on the first 
Friday of each month at St. Leo’s Mission. 
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Film remake seeks life’s meaning

ONCE BACK home in Lake Forest, Ill., he shocks his 
fiancee, Isabel (Catherine Hicks), a young woman who 
wants wealth and security, by telling her that he wants to 
put off their marriage for awhile. Then he goes off to Paris 
to read books and work as a fish packer. 


When he tarries too long with the fish and the books, 
Isabel arrives on the scene and is not amused by either nor 
by the squalor in which he lives. Director John Byrum, 
who wrote the screenplay with Murray himself, doesn’t 
believe in leaving anything to the imagination. Just so we 
know he’s talking real squalor here, he’s recruited the 
largest cockroach in captivity (the product, no doubt, of 
genetic splicing) to crawl across poor Isabel’s pillow, a bit 


Drummer Girl lacks luster

of heavyhandedness that well illustrates how ill-equipped 
Byrum is to deal with spiritual concepts, even 
Maugham’s not especially lofty kind. 


Isabel marries somebody else, and Larry plunges 
deeper into his search — into.a coal mine in fact. A fellow 
miner gives him him a copy of the Upanishads and urges 
him to go to India. 

NOW IF you don’t know what the Upanishads are, 
don’t expect Murray and Byrum to fill you in. For if they 
did, the movie might have to veer into the deep waters of 
philosophy and religion instead of staying in the congenial 
shallows of travelogue and period color. 


Thus we go from the coal mine to India to a lamasery in 
Tibet. While in Tibet, Larry gains enlightenment while 
on top of a bleak, wind-swept peak. What Murray’s 
legions of fans are going to make of that remains to be 
seen. 


Back in Paris once more, Larry sets himself to save an 
old friend from back home, a woman named Sophie, who 
has become a prostitute after suffering the loss of her 
husband and son in an accident. Theresa Russell puts 
some vitality into the movie as the tragic Sophie, but it’s a 
matter of too little and too late. 


THE LACK of any religious sensibility in The Razor’s 
Edge extends, as might be expected, to Catholicism. A 
nurse-nun cheerfully informs a hysterical Sophie that her 
dead son and husband have entered heaven, a statement 
as theologically unsound as it is insensitive. And during a 
deathbed scene, a huge monstrance, complete with host, 
sits casually on the mantel over the fireplace, a typical 
touch of Catholic piety.

Better off dead? 


By Henry Herx 


NEW YORK (NC) — Medical science has achieved 
dramatic breakthroughs in its use of modern technology 
to preserve life. These scientific advances have forced 
society to grapple with a number of fundamental moral 
issues, some of which are examined in Better Off Dead? 
airing Tuesday, Nov. 20, 9-10 p.m. on PBS. 


The focus of the documentary is on the medical 
treatment of critically ill and physically handicapped 
infants. Is it in the best interests of the infant to use every 
means of technology available in the intensive care unit to 
prolong his or her life? Or would it be better ‘‘to let 
nature take its course?”’ 


THIS IS no abstract question but an issue of 
immediate concern for our society in light of the so-called 
‘““Baby Does’’ who have been the subject of court cases, 
legislation and legal and medical controversy in recent 
years. 


This Frontline program, previewed without anchor 
Judy Woodruff’s opening and closing commentary, 
concentrates on several case histories and the anguish of 
the parents involved. Whether, after extraordinary 
medical intervention, their child is developing normally 
or suffering from severe physical and mental handicaps, 
these parents were forced to deal with decisions that were 
anything but simple. 

Nor does the program attempt to provide answers to 
what is a complex moral issue. We hear from those who 
believe that if an infant has no chance for a ‘‘normal life,”’ 
then extraordinary medical treatment should be withheld. 
Countering this view is a right-to-life spokesman who 
insists that the issue is not the quality of life but life itself. 


IT IS on this point that the documentary proves quite 
sensitive to he love and sympathy with which parents 
care for their handicapped offspring. A mother states with 
total conviction that her handicapped child has a good

life, that “‘she senses love, sensitivity and warmth; she’s 
happy.” The child’s father says, ‘‘Once born, a child has 
the right to live and that right should be protected by the 
medical profession and society.’’ 


The program ends by examining the quality of care in 
state institutions for the handicapped. If society accepts - 
the implication of the “‘Baby Doe’’ regulations, then it 
must be prepared to improve the care facilites for those 
children as they grow. The best solution for children who 
can’t adequately be cared for at home is the small-scale 
community home — of which, at present, there are too 
few. 

The subject is an emotionally wrenching one but what 
the documentary shows of parental love makes the 
program especially rewarding. It poses some hard 
questions about the value of human life that no society 
can afford to ignore.

Resumen de Noticias 


WASHINGTON (NC) — La reeleccion de Ronald W. 
Reagan como Presidente, el 6 de noviembre, permite el 
retorno a la Casa Blanca de una figura politica que apoyé 
con energia algunos temas catdlicos, como el aborto y los 
creditos en impuestos para la tuicidn educativa, y ha sido 
criticado por algunos lideres eclesidsticos por su posicién 
en otros, como la politica sobre armamento nuclear y el 
corte en los servicios gubernamentales a los pobres. 


Durante su primer término, particularmente durante 
su campania electoral, el Presidente de 73 anos de edad, 
hablo frecuentemente de las relaciones entre el Estado y la 
Iglesia, un tema que se ha convertido en’ un tema 
imprevisto de la campaiia de este afio. 


CON MAS del 90 por ciento de los-precintos electorales 
cerrados, Reagan obtuvo el 59 por ciento del voto popular 
y Walter Mondale obtuvo el 41. Reagan gano en 49 de los 
50 Estados, perdiendo sdlamente en el estado nativo de 
Mondale, Minnesota. 


Reagan, quien personalmente no asiste a la iglesia, 
segun dice por razones de_ seguridad, hablo 
frecuentemente de principios religiosos y de Dios, invité a 
obispos y otros dirigentes religiosos a la Casa Blanca y 
visité escuelas y parroquias catdlicas. 


Pese a que él fue el gobernador que con su firma se 
levantaron muchas restricciones al aborto en California, 
sus actuales esfuerzos anti-aborto le han ganado la 
alabanza de muchos pro-vida. 


AL ELEVAR a nivel de embajador las relaciones entre 
los Estados Unidos y el Vaticano, provocd la ira de 
protestantes tanto liberales como conservadores, quienes 
dijeron que el establecimiento formal de relaciones entre 
los Estados Unidos y la Santa Sede viola el principio de la 
separacion entre Estado e Iglesia. 


WASHINGTON (NC) — Las posibilidades de éxito 
de esfuerzos contra el aborto, iniciativas para el control de 
armamento, ayuda a los pobres y otros temas de justicia 
social son inciertos en el nuevo Congreso, a causa de la 
masiva victoria presidencial de Ronald Reagan.

nuestra Iglesia diocesana y parroquial y, si no se tiene la 
experiencia, por qué no hacerlo a través de una 
comunidad eclesial de base? 


éNOS PODEMOS ayudar del Nuevo Testamento y de 
los do¢éumentos de la Iglesia para juzgar si somos 
verdaderamente Iglesia en estas estructuras? ¢Qué hacer 
si falta a nuestro pueblo hispano esta dimension eclesial? 


Como se siente Iglesia 
el pueblo hispano de San Diego 


Se puede decir que el pueblo hispano de San Diego 
comunmente se “‘siente’’ Iglesia porque pertenece a esta 
didcesis y forma parte de alguna de sus iglesias 
parroquiales, profesa respeto y reverencia a la autoridad 
de su obispo, y parroco, y participa, mds o menos 
comprometido, en algtin movimiento o asociacién. 


Sin negar que por todo ello el pueblo hispano sea 
Iglesia, no es esto suficiente para vivirla como tal sino que 
le hace falta un elemento esencial: el que sea una 
comunidad. Y es que al hablar de la Iglesia como 
comunidad, sea diocesana o parroquial, elementos 
juridicos a los que se les dade ordinario demasiada 
importancia (insistencia en la autoridad, obediencia sin 
reclamos, exclusivismo en un trabajo de apostolado) caen 
en segundo plano. 


EN EFECTO, en la Iglesia como comunidad se pone 
atencidn primordialmente en Ja union de los fieles por la 
fe y la caridad y para los que la autoridad es un servicio y 
la obediencia un compromiso espontdneo en trabajar por 
los demas. ‘ 


Por eso, el nuevo Cdédigo de Derecho Canénico que 
mira a bien determinar las estructuras externas de la 
Iglesia, no descuida este elemento ‘‘comunidad’’ cuando 
al hablar de la didcesis la describe como ‘“‘porcidn del 
pueblo de Dios’’ (cn.369) y de la parroquia como 
‘comunidad de fieles’’ (cn.515,1). 


Por eso cabe el preguntarnos agui: ¢Son la Iglesia 
diocesana de San Diego y las parroquias que la componen 
verdaderas comunidades? 


AUNQUE NO se tiene la experiencia de_ las 


comunidades eclesiales de base se puede decir que 


ciertamente falta mucho por hacer para vivir nuestra 
Iglesia como comunidad. 
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Exigencias por una Iglesia comunidad: 
sea diocesana o parroquial 

Que toda Iglesia deba ser una Iglesia comunidad se 
desprende de la misma practica de Jestis en el grupo 
apostolico del que El] mismo se rodeo. 

En efecto, en los Doce, la ‘‘Comunidad de Jestis,”’ 
encontramos todos los elementos genuinos de una Iglesia 
comunidad, En los Doce: la autoridad debe ser un 
servicio hasta llegar a la misma esclavitud por el otro 
(Mt.20,25-27; Jn.13,14); su vivir, un vivir en paz 
(Jn.14,27), en caridad (Jn.15,12-13 y 17), en oracién 
(Jn.16,23-24), en santidad (Jn.17,16); su tarea, un 
compartir sin negligencia ni divisiones el compromiso 
urgente de evangelizar (Mt.28, 19-20; Mc.16,15-16 y 20). 

POR ESO no nos debe de extrafiar el que los primeros 
creyentes se hayan reunido alrededor de los Apéstoles 
formando una comunidad o iglesia (Hech.4,32) que se 
nos describe asi: 

“Acudian asiduamente a la ensefianza de los apostoles, a la 
convivencia, a la fraccién del pan ya las oraciones... Todos los 
creyentes vivian unidos y compartian todo cuanto tenfan. 
Vendian sus bienes y propiedades y se repartian de acuerdo a lo 
que cada uno de ellos necesitaba. Acudian diariamente al 
Templo con mucho entusiasmo y con un mismo espiritu y 
compartian el pan en sus casas, comiendo con alegria y 
sencillez.’’ (Hech.2,42-46) 

Los documentos de la Iglesia, particularmente hispana, 
son conscientes también de este sentido de Iglesia 
comunidad y, si bien es cierto, que piden que exista en los 
niveles diocesano y parroquial, no dejan de subrayar su 
preferencia por las comunidades eclesiales de base ya que 
por ser “‘pequenas comunidades’’ o ‘‘células’’ como dice 
Puebla (n.640-641) no sdlo integran mas facilmente los 
elementos evangélicos arriba descritos sino que también 
pueden entregarse a un mayor compromiso evangelizador 
dentro del pueblo hispano. 


POR ESO, el II Encuentro (Evangelizacién n.3) como 
la Carta Pastoral de los Obispos (n.2,p) inisiten en su 
formacion. 


Comunidades eclesiales de base: 
esperanza para una Iglesia comunidad 


Si por todo lo visto se puede decir que es urgente la 
necesidad de vivir como Iglesia comunidad para realizar 
un trabajo evangelizador mas eficiente, no cabe duda que 
las comunidades eclesiales de base son una esperanza en 
este sentido. 


No se trata de formar grupos politicos, activistas o 
contestatarius como alguien podria pensar. Se trata, como 
lo dice la misma Carta Pastoral citada, de ‘‘una 
comunidad viviente de cristianos cuya_participacién 


" activa en todos los aspectos de la vida es alentada por un 


profundo compromiso con el evangelio’”’ (n.12,p). 


'éNO ES esto lo que necesita nuestro pueblo hispano 
para lograr un cambio real en la vida? 


Por eso, la misma Carta Pastoral las recomienda en este 
mismo pais diciendo: ‘‘Puesto que estas comunidades de 
base han demostrado ser un beneficio para la Iglesia, 
recomendamos encarecidamente su _ desarrollo.’’
